The United States has no de- 
signs on Asia and our people 
want to see colonialism and ex- 
ploitation of Asiatic peoples 
ended. But, we did not make 
that fact plain as war ended, and 
we suffered therefore.

India—whick” is passionately 
nationalistic in that it is deter- 
mined to build up a country 
where the people are served by 
the government which § they 
themselves elect. He has made, 
without difficulty, the adjust- 
ment to abolishment of caste 
which -is as old as India itself 
and something which Americans, 
despite our own degrees of caste, 
cannot understand since the caste 
of India was deeply wove into 
the religions, as well as tradi- 
tions and customs of the people.

This indicated the original of- 
ficial announcement that the of- 
ficers involved would be shot 
immediately had been modified. 
Unofficial sources reported 80 of- 
ficers had been arrested. 

Both Peron and his glamorous 
wife, Eva, addressed the Argen- 
tine people after the uprising had 
been reported crushed. Mrs. Pe- 
ron, who has been ill for a week, 
spoke over the radio from her 
sickbed Friday night.

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Iranian Oil Loss Threatens West 


The Iranians insist on committing eco- 
nomic suicide and are plunging headlong 
into a situation which conceivably might 
set the torch to World War III. Fired by 
an emotional and ailing premier, who has 
allowed his extreme nationalist feeling to 
becloud all reason, soldiers Thursday took 
over the giant Abadan refinery, locking 
British technicians out of this property of 
the nationalized Anglo-Iranian Oil Com- 
pany. | 
Iran had a right to nationalize her oil. 
It is equally true the Iranian government 
had a solemn treaty with the British al- 
lowing them to develop this resource for 
mutual good of both. The Iranians did not 
have, nor have they today, the techno- 
logical knowledge or the capital to operate 
either the old fields or the refinery. 

The British, criticised _ 
for.not having revised 
their treaty earlier to 
give Iran a larger share 
of profits from these oil 
resources, offered the 
Iranian government ‘the 
same sort of contract un- 
dgér which American 
companies are operating 
mar agree d in Iraq and . 
udi Arabia. This has 
been summarily rejected. MOSSADEGH 
Iran has made no offer of payment for 
expropriated holdings in which the British 
have more than three billion dollars in- 
vested. They have ousted British tech- 


nicians and have ordered them to leave 
Iran by Oct. 4. In the meantime, Premier 
Mossadegh, whose Parliament has refused 
to approve the latest extreme policies, 
continues to fan his people’s nationalist 
fanaticism with inflammatory speeches, 
and fainting spells. 

Although Russians have officially kept 
a hands-off attitude in the whole affair, 
there is no doubt that Soviet agents have 
been busy promoting the crisis.. Their aim 
is and has been to gain control of Iranian 
oil, which they must have for their goal of 
world conquest. Iran is the gateway to the 
Middle East oil areas and to Asiatic trade 
routes. 

The Iranian government cannot sur- 
vive without oil revenue. The Iranian 
people, already impoverished, will become 
more so. If such conditions persist a coup 
by the Communist Tudeh party may be 
the outcome. _ 

Known oil reserves in the Middle East 
are greater than those of the United States 
and the rest of the world combined. There 
can be no doubt that the expansionist 
Communist empire has the ultimate ob- 
jective of gaining control of this vast 
wealth. 

British power is failing in the Middle 
East. We have been too long finding it 
out. We have become the dominant 
power, unwillingly, in an aréa which may 
hold the key to world peace. Nationalist 
feelings in the area must be channelled 


Westward. 


Eventually Juan Peron Will Learn’ 


The revolt Friday in Argentina, bona 
fide or staged, was no surprise to those 
who have followed closely the turbulent 
history of the South American country. 
There have been many reports of dissatis- 
faction within the army, and it is generally 
conceded that Evita Peron withdrew, her 
candidacy for vice-president because of the 
bitter opposition of the military. 

The demonstration could have been 
staged by Peronists eager to place the 
blame for it on the army and hence to 
. whip up sentiment for Evita. Qualified 

American observers had predicted this 
development. 

However, latest reports from Argentina 
indicate that there was a definite attempt 
at revolution. 


The Argentine state radio says that the 
uprising has been quelled and that the 
perpetrators will be shot. But the state 
radio is a mouthpiece which says what 
Juan Peron wants it ,to say. 

Coincidentally, Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz, 
exiled editor of the Argentine newspaper, 
La Prensa, is being honored in Chicago 
this week end for the fight he made against 
the government censorship which forced 
suspension of publication of his -paper. 

Whether the Friday insurrection was 
genuine or staged, eventually Dictator 
Peron will find—as other “men on horse- 
back” have found—that he who lives and 
rules by the sword will die the same way. 

The discontent among his people means 
it may be later than he thinks. 


Tree Farms in West Georgia, Too 


The development of tree farms is by no 
means.confined to South Georgia. A story 
by Jewell Dean in The Times-Free Press 
at Carrollton reports 9,000 acres of Carroll 
County land sold to the Macon Kraft Cor- 
poration “in what is believed the large 
acreage transactions in Carroll Count 
real estate history.” 

The Kraft company will turn the acre- 
age into a long-range reforestation project 
to help supply pulpwood for its growing 
Georgia operations. 

Company officials are conscious that the 
need for trees will increase in Georgia and 
are making their plans accordingly. In 


buying the Carroll County tract no doubt 
they have in mind the paper mill which 
Kraft will build on the Coosa River near 
Rome. 

Thus the evidence that pine trees are 
rapidly becoming a foremost crop con- 
‘inues to come in. 

Georgia produced over a million tons 
of paper in 1950 as compared to a third 
of that tonnage 10 years ago. The future 
of the state’s paper industry depends on 
a planting program which will build up 
our timber supply and on a fire control 
plan that will protect this important 
resource. 


Women’s Role in Armed Forces Growing 


An intensive drive for about 72,000 
more women in the armed forces by next 
June will be launched on Armistice Day. 
Before that time, Congress will be asked to 
lift the ceiling which it placed on the 
women’s services—only two percent of the 
total in the respective branches. 

There seems to be justice in both of 
these objectives. 

In the first place, since there is no dis- 
crimination against women in filling jobs 
left vacant by men called into the service, 
it seems reasonable that they could per- 
form similar jobs within the defense 


framework. As the pinch for manpower 
tightens, use of women in the armed forces 


for noncombat duties would relieve men 
for their primany duty of fighting and per- 


haps ease the strain on the civilian econ- 
omy as well. 

We are not ready, as are the Russians, 
to employ women as front-line combat 
troops. However, in an armed forces setup 
of 5,000,000 men, there are thousands of 


jobs for which women are suited. As Mrs. 
Anna Rosenberg, assistant secretary of de- 


fense for manpower, says, “The sky is the 
limit on how many women we can use.”

Georgians Lead 
Congress Debates 


Senator George, 


WASHINGTON—Led by 


Georgia delegation members took a leading part . 


, in the debates in the House and Senate this week 
over pending legislation. 

By virtue of his position as floor manager of the new $5,500,- 
000,000 tax bill reported out by the finance committee, of which 
he is chairman, the senior Georgia senator was on his feet much 
of the time warding off attacks on the measure. He was con- 
stantly in the debate. 

On the House side Rep. Paul Brown of Elberton found himself 
in something of a comparable position during consideration of the 
bill to extend the life of the Expert-Import Bank for another five 
years and increase its lending authority by $1,000,000,000. He is 
vice-chairman of the House banking committee, which reported out 
the legislation. Consequently, he was one of the floor leaders 
in charge of putting the bill through. 


Davis Plea Rep. James C. Davis of Decatur made a strong 

plea in the House for the enactment of legisla- 
tion which would permit the publication of public relief rolls in 
the varioys states. He said such a policy was necessary to prevent 
chiselers and other undesirable cases from finding a place on the 
relief rolls. 

Judge Davis backed up his demand with editorials supporting 
his position from The Atlanta Constitution and The Atlanta Jour- 
nal. Also he incorporated in the Congressional Record copies of 
resolutions adopted on the subject by the Georgia legislature and 
the grand juries of Fulton and DeKalb Counties. 

Still a third Georgia House member taking an active part in 
the debates was Rep. Don Wheeler of Alma, who spoke in oppo- 
sition to a bill to encourage the development of marketing facilities 
for handling perishable commodities. 


: Wheeler told the House he was not sure 
Sp oil the Peop le this was a proper government function. 
“T am just a little bit tired,” he said, “of seeing every time some- 
one runs into the slightest bit of difficulty, whether it is in the 
field of socialized money or socialized everything else, that they 
must run to the federal government so that we can reach into 
some deficit or other to guarantee them against losses. .. . The gov- 
ernment is engaged in so many services today that our people are 
being spoiled for doing anything for themselves.” 

The bill, later recommitted, provided for government guar- 
antee of loans for building market terminal facilities by cities and 
communities of the country. 

Representative Brown made a strong plea for increasing the 
loan operations of the government-controlled Export-Import Bank, 
declaring the proposed billion-dollar increase in the bank’s lend- 
ing facilities would enable it to finance the export of a large part 
of the American cotton cfop being produced this year. He argued 
that improved cotton prices would result from the bill, which was 
adopted by an overwhelming vote. 


’ : Brown praised the Export-Import Bank 
Brown's Praise as an institution which over the 17 years 
of its existence has earned a surplus of $254,800,000 for the gov- 
ernment. 

It remained for Senator George to produce the chief thunder 
heard in the Senate debate over the tax bill. The Georgian accused 
the administration of trying to stop inflation by “taking more 
money from the little fellow who earns $3,000 to $10,000." He 
said the administration has “displayed a disposition to spend more 
than the people ought to be called on to pay in taxes.” 

“This administration,” he declared, “has but a mild will, at 
best, to control prices and wages. Contro] of both is absolutely 
indispensable if we are to avoid inflation, when the government 
is proposing to take so many men, so much money and so much 
material out of our economy.”

The A. F. of L. and Ralph Alsup 


NEW YORK—It was a dereliction of duty by our press to ignore the refusal 
of the American Federation of Labor in its national convention in San Francisco 
to throw out the habitual criminals who operate the AFL’s council in Clark 


County, Nevada, of which Las Vegas is the county seat. There is a tight group 


of rogues here, but Ralph Howard Alsup, the president of this county council and 
vice-president of the Nevada State Federation, is the leader and the worst of the 


lot. He is a notorious habitual criminal, now under sentence for shooting in the body an unarmed, 
unoffending workman in good standing of the painters’ union. Alsup never has been a working man. 
His career since his youth has been devoted to violent crime and confinement in prisons. He has 


been prosecuted in local, state and federal courts. 
Only recently, while free on bond pending his 
appeal in the Las Vegas shooting case, he got 
drunk, drove madly along a busy highway, 
turned ever and slid upside down through the 
oncoming traffic. For this he was pinched again 
on the obvious routine charges plus the felony 
charge of toting a loaded pistol. 

This is his third gun-charge in the state of 
Nevada alone. He already had served several 
prison terms in Texas for sticking up a little 
town at night, locking the marshal, the mayor 
and two warfarers into a boxcar and robbing a 
store. The fact that Texas later gave him a par- 
don does not mitigate the fact that he is a 
thoroughly vicious criminal who eventually may 
kill if he isn’t sent to prison or someone doesn’t 
kill him first. 


These facts, published only in these 
essays and ignored by the rest of our press, 
are not private information. This is not a 
private story. But, when Pegler breaks an 
important story many papers which are not 
clients of this column instinctively decide to 
ignore it and keep their readers ignorant of 
the information. 


Many of them have never yet told their read- 
ers the facts of Franklin D. Roosevelt's crimi- 
nal conduct in the swindle whereby the tax- 
payers had to bear the burden of Elliott’s ali- 
mony for his second wife and their children. 
Few of our newspapers gave the sordid story 
more than a flick. Most of the American press 
suppressed the old man’s crookedness and ig- 
nored the disgraceful conduct of the House ways 
and means committee in refusing to hear wit- 
nesses and in trying to destroy the evidence.

For example, to mashed potato, nutmeg can be added followed by 
salt-free butter or cream and chopped parsley. Or, sour cream

How's Your Bathroom Decor--Pallid, Clinical?

Bathrooms occupy a rather precarious position in household 

decorating schemes. Either they are left until the last and fall prey 
to whatever happens to be left over from some other room or they 
are, for some reason or other (probably lack of inspiration, spiced 
with a little daring) relegated te the ranks of pallid pastels or 
clinical whites and off-whites, 
- Theories and suggestions for the decorating of bathrooms are

some highly satisfactory bathing interiors. However, as proof 
that few people have given the subject any serious thought at 
all, here are some comments we corralled by the slow process of 
out-and-out questioning.

Thus encouraged, we hasten to bring you some timely tips on 
bathroom decor, that decorators around the country have used 
with good results. 

Although fish and other aquatic art are not entirely new for 


bathrooms, if used against a sea green background, either paper or 
paint, they present an entirely new and pleasant effect. In a bath- 
room of this sort, it is better to keep the towels in either a match- 
ing or deeper shade of green or pick up the most predominant 
shade in the fish or sea plants. 

Pastel bathrooms will come to life with the use of deep- 
colored towels, such as deep green or maroon in a pale pink bath, 
brown in a yellow one and navy with pale blue, Bright red towels 
and bathmats are a good spark for white baths and an even 
arrangement calls for the use of red and white candy striped paper 
from the tile rail up. | 

Pictures hung in some of the open spaces over the tub or towel 
racks, as well as clever sayings mounted on plyboard and shel- 
lacked with a clear varnish to resist steam are often the answer in 
small bathrooms where more elaborate decor would be overpowere- 
ing. This also goes for a rack of growing greens against one wall, 
as well as soap dishes and other appointments in unusual shapes 
and colors. 

Some people, handy with an oj] brush, have achieved con- 
versational bathrooms, by painting murals on the walls or sketching 
caricatures of their family and friends, and outlining them with 
old-fashioned oval frames, very much like those in the life-with- 
father era. The latter lends itself well to an old bathroom with 
outdated fixtures.
